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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contests that Hsu does not teach in 
the same embodiment that the aluminum alloy has a 1% silicon atomic ratio. Applicant contests that such limitation is in the background 
of the reference and hence it cannot be used as an anticipation rejection. Examiner respectfully submits that the background of the 
invention is not the sam as prior art of the invention. The background of the invention is what exists in the art and what is improved. Hsu 
discloses that it is known that aluminum contacts damage the substrate and hence there are ways to improve it such as adding a 1% 
atomic ratio of silicon to the aluminum and form an aluminum alloy. Hsu is also aware that using the aluminum alloy directly before 
forming the plug might cause some problems, hence the invention of Hsu which is amply described in the reference, however, Hsu uses 
an aluminum alloy with silicon as the contact plug but although Hsu is silent in the the percentage of silicon, Hsu's background art can be 
used to acertain that percentage which Is 1%, hence it is inherent that Hsu's alloy has 1% since is taught as part of the background art. 
This argument also applies for the number of contact vias that a substrate should have. Hence the 35 USC 102 rejection is sustained 
and considered proper.
